History is repeating itself in the present strong 
American demand for Scotch pig iron. Years ago the 
United States was a liberal buyer of Scotch brands 
but the increase in our own domestic production be- 
came so great that Scotch producers have long ceased 
to rely upon this country as a market. Now, however, 
the sudden demand for Scotch pig for prompt ship- 
ment in this direction has fairly swamped the Scotch 
producers and transatlantic orders for many thousands 
of tons have been declined. 








ONE of our youngest exchanges is The Mantel, 
Tile and Grate Monthly, published at Utica, N. Y., 
as the official organ of the Interstate Mantel and Tile 
Dealers’ Association. The November issue of this 
journal constitutes its fifth appearance, and we there- 
fore view with fraternal charity the multitude of its 
sins against journalistic ethics.

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of its thirty pages of reading matter are adorned with 
editorial articles reproduced from THE AMERICAN

We do not mind furnishing ideas or even language 
for esteemed contemporaries, but when they use our 
matter, especially in chunks, common decency re- 
quires that they should at least mention its source. 








TALK is now heard of an advance in freight rates 
on pig iron. The dissatisfaction with the railroads 
on account of car shortage is so general 

Bhs. sept and acute that the prospect of an ad- 
Freight Rates, V"°° would be viewed with equanimity 

if there were any chance of an early 
improvement in the freight service. 

If the advance comes it will probably be 25 cents 
a ton and the railways assert that the advance in pig 
iron prices fully justifies this, but as matters stand 
shippers rightly oppose any increase in freight rates 
while the service continues to be miserably inade- 
quate. 

Producers and sellers of pig iron everywhere de- 
clare that they are doing all in their power to fulfill 
contracts but in many cases simply cannot get the 
cars to make shipments. In the Pittsburg and 
Youngstown districts, the car shortage has become 
so serious that many mills have been forced to sus- 
pend their schedules for delivery and in some in- 
stances it may be necessary to shut down the plants. 
Conditions are equally trying in the west and the south, 
and producers and users of pig iron are alike praying 
for relief. 








In view of the general public interest aroused by 
the suit instituted by the United States government 
against the Standard Oil Company for 
om < violating the Sherman anti-trust law, the 
Standard Ol 4 nerican Metal Market presents the 
penssastene. following figures: Former capital of the 
Standard Oil Company, $47,830,200; present capital, 
$100,000,000; dividends paid 1879 to 1906 inclusive, 
$567,390,679; value of pipe lines, 1898, $52,455,200. 
The capitalization of constituent companies is given 
as $102,230,000 and their assets as $121,631,312. The 
Standard is also said to be largely interested in and 
practically to dominate railroad corporations capital- 
ized to the amount of $2,079,000,000; copper, sugar 
and whiskey combinations, $356,000,000; gas com- 
panies, $298,000,000, and banks and trust companies, 
$37,150,000. 

According to these figures the total capitalization 
of all Standard Oil interests may be roughly set down 
as three billions of dollars, more than two-thirds of 
which represents railroads of which the Standard is 
believed to have control. The total wealth of the 
nation in 1904 being estimated by the United States 
Census Bureau as 106 billions of dollars, it would 
take thirty-five trusts like Standard Oil to secure con- 
trol of the property of the American people, and the 
“common peepul” are therefore not in as immediate 
danger of losing their little all as some wild-eyed 
publicists would have us believe. 

The property owned-and controlled by Standard Oil 
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about equals in value the clothing worn by the Am- 
erican people, so the Bogey-man of the cartoonists is 
very far indeed from owning the earth. .It will be 
well for us sometimes to remember with Emerson 
that “wealth brings with it its own checks and bal- 
ances.”’

It 
is proposed that the steamer shall go first 
to Montreal. The tour will embrace forty of the lead- 
ing ports of the British empire, China, Japan and 
South America. At each port the exhibition will be 
opened by a prominent official and members of. the 
local chambers of commerce, the leading merchants 
and others will be invited to visit the steamer. 

It is reasonably certain that a similar floating adver- 
tisement of American lines of manufacture, properly 
conducted, would prove successful and profitable. In- 
deed, it is not hard to believe that a good-sized vessel 
could be equipped with samples of American stoves 
and ranges, standard hardware and hardware spe- 
cialties, and sent on a voyage round the world that 
would prove remunerative to all concerned. 

Large and growing as our exports are, we have only 
begun to touch the fringe of the world’s markets. 
When we do turn our attention to them in good ear- 
nest, we shall no doubt invent our own schemes of 
promoting foreign trade, but in the meantime the idea 
of the floating fair seems worthy of imitation. 








Ir requires no prophet, says the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to tell us that we are soon to be confronted 
with a great surplus of manufactured 
goods, for which no market now exists. 
It takes time to develop markets, espec- 
ially foreign and international markets, 
and in the opinion of the most enlightened and wide- 
awake observers it is high time for the manufacturers 
of the United States to undertake systematic, organ- 
ized efforts to secure markets for the future. 

Speaking before the Transmississippi Commercial 
Congress at Kansas City recently, Secretary Shaw ut- 
tered an urgent note of warning. He pointed out that 
national problems of the United States in the eight- 
eenth and nineteenth centuries are to be succeeded in 
the twentieth by the problem of gaining a share of the 
world’s trade, and he stated our present commercial 

osition briefly as follows: 

“We now produce more agricultural products than 
any country on the map; our mines yield silver liter- 
ally by the train load and gold by the carload; ships 
built in American yards and of American material un- 
load more iron ore on the shores of a single common- 
wealth than any other country produces; we cut from 
our forests 100,000,000 feet of lumber for every day 
of the calendar year; our shops and factories turn out 
as much in finished products as those of England, of 
Germany, and of France combined, and we pay out in 
wages nearly and perhaps quite as much as all the rest 
of the world. 


Our Need 
of Wider 
Markets, 
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“Our railway system is the largest, the most com- 
plete, and our freight rates the cheapest; our coast- 
wise trade the most extensive, the most rapid, the most 
efficient, and its rate the lowest of all the nations under 
heaven. . 

“One-seventh of the world’s international trade 
originates with us, and one-tenth finds its way to our 
ports for ultimate consumption. 

“While the people of eighty nations sell internation- 
ally $12,000,000,000 worth of merchandise per annum, 
the people of the United States sell the one to the other 
more than twice that much. 

“We hold in our vaults 22 per cent of the world’s 
supply of gold, and have in actual use more than one- 
fifth of the world’s circulating medium. 

“These achievements make us dizzy—these posses- 
sions dazzle.” 

“But,” said the secretary, “fruitful lands, productive 
mines and multiplied factories have thus far failed to 
develop among us international merchants. It does 
not require international merchants to sell our surplus 
cotton to countries that grow none and have no other 
place to get that staple. It does not require interna- 
tional merchants to sell our surplus food products to 
countries that consume more than they produce whet. 
there is no other place from which they can be ob- 
tained. Now, as in the days of Joseph, a hungry peo- 
ple will go in their own conveyances whenever there is 
corn in Egypt or bread and meat in the United States, 
and the amount they will carry away will be limited 
only by the supply.” . 

The world will come after our surplus food prod- 
ucts, for the world needs them, but to dispose of our 
surplus manufactures we must have among us interna- 
tional merchants. 

Our population and productive capacity are increas- 
ing at such a rapid rate that we shall soon feel the 
absolute need of new markets and the evolution of our 
“international merchants” must soon begin. There are 
rich markets awaiting American manufacturers in 
the awakening Orient, in South America, in South Af- 
rica and elsewhere. It is high time to study the map. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Sixty-three years ago an enterprising trader named 
I. R. Lyon landed a stock of goods on the western 
shore of Lake Michigan, in Little Fort, now Wauke- 
gan, Ill. It was only nine years after the fitst white 
settler arrived in Lake county and the incoming trader 
found no pier on which to land his goods, but used 
fishermen’s boats as lighters to convey his stock of 
hardware and other commodities from the sailing ves- 
sel in which he had arrived to the shore. In a little 
while he had erected his store and on November 25. 
1843, he founded Waukegan’s oldest commercial en- 
terprise. 
ee eR 
Eighteen months before his arrival at Little Fort, 
Mr. Lyon had started from New York state. for the 
great west with a horse and wagon. Six months later 
he reached Downer’s Grove, Illinois, where he taug!' 
school during the winter. In the spring of 1843 !

again turned his face to the west, but had to turn 
back on account of the hostility of the Indians. Fort 
Dearborn, later Chicago, was duly examined, but dis- 
liking its low, swampy ground, Mr. Lyon drove north 
along the shore to Lake Michigan until he reached 
Little Fort. Having faith in the prospects of the 
west and liking the appearance of Little Fort as the 
possible site of a thriving city, Mr. Lyon retraced his 
steps to the east and purchased a stock of general 
merchandise in New York. This was loaded on a 
canal boat and taken to Buffalo and then by sailing 
vessel to Little Fort. ° 
* * * 

In 1845 Mr. Lyon built a brick store where the 

Masonic Temple of Waukegan now stands, and his 


business increased rapidly, necessitating the addition. 
of other premises. In 1865 his son, G. R. Lyon, re- | 


turned from the war and was taken into partnership 
with his father, the firm soon after becoming I. R. 
Lyon & Son. 

Mr; Lyon, the pioneer, died in 1883 and after G. R. 
Lyon had conducted the business alone for some 
years, Mr. E. D. Upham was taken into partnership, 
the firm name becoming G. R. Lyon & Company, un- 
til 1889 when it. was changed to Lyon & Sons, Chas. 
R. Lyon and Wm. I. Lyon, grandsons of the pioneer, 
entering the firm at that time. Since then every year 
has seen ‘the continued growth of the business and 
there have been frequent extensions of the premises, 
so that the oldest mercantile establishment of Wauke- 
gan, with its up-to-date stock of hardware, etc., has 
just celebrated its sixty-third anniversary as a decided 
credit to the city. 

* Ok * 

I find these facts connected with the establishment 
and rise of a western firm in the Waukegan Daily 
Sun and I recount them because they are so typical of 
the rise and progress of many western communities. 
From the pioneer Lyon to his 2oth-century successors 
there has been only a comparatively brief stretch of 
time, but it has seen the west grow from Indian pos- 
session to the height of civilization. It is as if a 
thousand years of old-world progress had been crowd- 
ed into a little more than half a century of the new 
kind of progress that has become possible with Am- 
erican resources under American methods of life and 
business. 

* * * 

Have you by any chance heard of the New Way of 
doing business, guaranteed to cure all the ills that re- 
tail trade is heir to and warranted to wipe out mail- 
order buying ina hurry? Here is the plan, as outlined 
by the inventor, Mr. A. Schilling of San Francisco: 
The manufacturer sets a retail selling price upon his 
goods and all hands, down to the retailer, solemnly 
agree to abide by that price. The manufacturer bills 
to the jobber at the retail price, less a trade discount, 
and prepays freight—so that the jobber knows just 
what he is to get for handling the goods. Then the 
jobber bills the goods to the retailer at the retail price, 
the only discount allowed being the usual discount for 
cash in ten days. But when the retailer opens up the 
goods he finds in each case a draft for the amount of a 
reasonable profit on that package, and so on. As he 
opens up the goods he indorses the drafts and deposits 
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them. Each indorsement constitutes a fresh promise 
to abide by the “‘gentleman’s agreement” as to the re- 
tail selling price and both wholesaler and retailer fur- 
ther agree to surrender their stock of goods and ac- 
cept their money back if at any time they yield to 
temptation and cut prices. 

There is a beautiful spirit of altruism about this 
New Way of doing business and it does credit to Mr. 
Schilling’s faith in his fellow man. If the dealer who 
cut prices on any particular line of goods were com- 
pelled to surrender his stock of such goods, and could 
not replace them, it would cut the ground from under 
the catalogue houses—if the catalogue houses were in 
the agreement and abode by it. Mr. Schilling may be 
on the right track, however, and will doubtless be 


. heard from again.

The Southern Stove Works of Richmond, Va., will 
enter the steel range field in the near future and addi- 
tional warehouse capacity will be provided. 

A branch factory, 100x120 feet, is to be built in 
Rochester, N. Y., by the Wilmot Castle Co. of 
Rochester, manufacturers of stove pipe radiators. 

The Cincinnati Iron Store Company of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, has increased its capital stock from $100,000 
to $300,000, of which $200,000 is common stock and 
$100,000 is seven per cent cumulative preferred. 

The Conway Steel Range Co. is building a new 
plant at Bellevue, Ohio, consisting of two two-story 
buildings, each 80x200 feet, and will remove from 
West Toledo, Ohio, as soon as they are completed, 
probably about February 1, 1907. 

Mayor S. A. Blaine of Champaign, IIl., is reported 
to have received a communication from a stove manu- 
facturing company which desires to amalgamate three 
scattered plants at one central point near Chicago. 
According to the Champaign Gazette the company

In a suit brought by the Continental Wall Paper 
Company to recover $57,000 from Louis Voight & 
Sons of Cincinnati, Ohio, the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals of Ohio has affirmed the decision of 
the district court and held that the wall paper com- 
pany was an illegal combination in restraint of trade 
and as such not entitled to the aid of the court. 

It is reported from Urbana, Ill., that a large stove 
foundry is likely to be located in that town in the 
near future. The Urbana Herald states that the head 
of the manufacturing concern has been looking over 
the ground and was very favorably impressed with 
the site offered, the freight facilities, etc. The foun- 
dry is said to be an old-established institution manu- 
facturing a line of base burners, steel ranges, and 


other heating apparatus. : 

The Georgia and Alabama Industrial Index says 
that the unceasing investment of capital in industrial 
enterprises and in construction of various kinds in the 
two states which it covers illustrate directly and 
effectively the extent and variety of the resources 
of these states that await development with certain 
profit to the investor, and it announces the establish- 
ment of a $50,000 foundry, machine shop plant and 
stove factory at Sheffield, Alabama, as being among 
the new enterprises to which it refers. 

The discovery of one of the most remarkable hema- 
tite deposits in the Northwest, containing, according to 
conservative estimate, some 200,000,000 tons of high- 
grade iron ore, is reported from Port Arthur, on Thun- 
der Bay, on the north shore of Lake Superior. The 
deposit lies about 20 miles to the eastward of Port 
Arthur, the area averaging about three miles in width 
and six miles in length, and comes within 1,000 feet 
of the shore of the lake. It reaches back to the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, which here is about three miles 
from the shore. Development work is now in prog- 


ress. 
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NEW GAS STOVE FOR THE WALL. 


For a new form of gas stove intended to be placed 
on the wall at any convenient height, the world is 
indebted to the inventive genius of Prof. Junkers of 
Dessau, Germany, who has patented his invention in 
the leading countries. Various forms of the stove are 
illustrated herewith. 
They are described 
by William Paul 
Gerhard in the No- 
vember issue of Cas- 
sier's Magazine as 
follows : 

“The course of the 
cold air, of the heat- 
ed air, and of the 
hot gases is shown 
by three different 
kinds of arrows. The 
stoves are construct- 
ed of excellent mate- 
rial and the work- 
manship is of the 
best. The cold air is 
drawn in at the bot- 
tom, or very near 
the floor line, and 
passes upward at the 
rear behind the re- 
flector and_ thence 
through a number 
of flat tubes, de- 
scending toward the 
front of the stove, and after being heated by these 
tubes, which are surrounded by the hot gases from the 
burner, the air, now warm, passes out into the room 
vertically upward, and also forward at the front of 
the stove. This secures a strong circulation of the 
air of the apartment, while at the same time the rays

from the reflector, which are projected downward. 
tend to warm the floor and the lower strata of air. In 
this way a room may be. quickly and uniformly heated. 
There is complete combustion of the gas, the heat 
units generated are utilized to best advantage in the 
heating surfaces, and a very intense heat is produced. 
The hot gases, after having done their work around 
the air-tubes, pass out at the top through the flue 4 
which is connected with any available chimney flue. 
These gas-heating stoves are odorless and perfectly 
sanitary, because there is no chance for products of 
combustion to escape into the room. It should be 
noted that the wall or the wall-paper at the back of 


/ 
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the stove does not become wdrm, because it is the cold 
air which ascends at the back of the stove. ss 

“They are quickly and easily installed by connecting 
the gas-coupling G at the top of the stove with a gas- 
pipe dropped from the ceiling along the wall. The 
stove may be placed at any height above the floor, 
though it is usual to put it at from 12 inches to 20 
inches from the floor. No other wall-clamps or fas- 
teners are required. Should the gas service happen 
to be in the floor, a pipe may be easily run up along 
the wall to the required height, and in that case the 
outlet G is capped and the outlet G* is connected with 
the ascending gas-pipe. The flue A should be con- 
nected in the shortest possible way with a chimney- 
flue.” 

In enumerating the advantages of a stove that hangs 
on the wall instead of standing on the floor Mr. Ger- 
hard mentions simplicity and cheapness of installation, 
cleanliness, economy of floor space, and the more 
uniform warming of the room. 

Prof. Junkers is said to have also devised a novel 
form of automatic valve for use with the wall stoves, 
in order to prevent any unburned gas from escaping 
at the burner; also a swivel burner by means of which 
the stove may be lighted noiselessly and easily. The 
price of the stoves in Germany is said to be from 
$5 to $35, according to size.

handles ; the Elmira Heater & Foundry Company, EI- 
mira, New York; D. H. Stoll Company, Black Rock, 
3uffalo, New York, manufacturers of special machin- 
ery for working sheet metal; the United States Ra- 
diator & Boiler Company, Corry, Pennsylvania; the 
Buck Silver Company, Kill Buck, New York, manu- 
facturers of quadruple plate hollow-ware, and the X- 
Ray Stove Polish Company, West Nutley, New Jersey. 

The Franklin Silica Sand Company, Franklin, Penn- 
sylvania, has established a silica sand- works on the 
Erie Railroad at Utica, Pennsylvania. The product of 
this plant is shipped to foundries for molding sand and 
for making furnace bottoms. 

These industries are being attracted to the Erie ter- 
ritory on account of its merits or have been established 
by local parties. The railroad company endeavors to 
create conditions favorable to the securing of factories 
and further development, and tries to be in immediate 
touch with the business men along its entire system. 
Its territory has been districted in relation to resources, 
advantages and markets, and Mr. Luis Jackson, 11 
Broadway, New York, industrial commissioner of the 
Erie, can immediately furnish to manufacturers of any

The well-trimmed hardware window is a valuable 
adjunct to the well-written hardware “ad.” and it is 
not only in the holiday season that this is true. It 
will pay the retailer to make his windows attractive 
at all seasons of the year, and when they are properly 
dressed he need not hesitate to call attention to them 
in his newspaper advertising and in other ways. 

In European countries, particularly in England, 
France and Germany, goods are largely sold through 
window displays. The people rarely enter the stores 
to shop, in the American sense of the term, and the 
retail advertising is meager in quantity and compara- 
tively poor in quality. While the American system 
of buying differs from the European, it is just as true 
here as across the Atlantic, that a useful and valuable 
article attractively displayed catches and holds the eye 
of the beholder and induces a desire for its posses- 
sion. The ideal retail advertising is that in which 
good goods, attractive display, and brainy advertising 
unite their forces. 

* * * 

A card which adorns the window of the largest 
retail hardware store in Chicago may be copied with 
advantage. The window is filled with holiday goods 
and the card reads: “Look up! Look over your head! 
See all the goods in the window.” Thus the passer- 
by does not miss any of the good things.

We have often pointed out to the retailer the need 
of eternal vigilance in getting his newspaper ads. prop- 
erly set and printed. Sloppy presswork has spoiled 
many a good ad. and so has the use of old 
and worn type, fit only for the printer’s “hell- 
box” but made to do duty on any and all oc- 
casions until at last it absolutely refuses to 
show its face. 

This apparently was the case in the ad. of 
the Goshen Hardware Company of Goshen, 
Orange county, N. Y., which is reproduced on 
this page with all its pristine imperfections 
due ,to worn-out type or poor presswork. The 
advertisement was skilfully designed by the 
manufacturers of the Stewart line of base & 
burners to help the dealer, but its effect is § 
greatly diminished by the ragged appearance § 
of the name line at bottom, which does little § 
credit to the newspaper that printed the ad. } 
if the defects ran through the entire issue. ‘ 

It wouid be an almost parallel case if the % 
hardware company had sold the newspaper & 
editor a saucepan full of holes. 

Calling attention to defects of this kind us- 
ually prevents their recurrence, as every re- 
tail advertiser will find if he watches his ad- 
vertisements closely and insists upon their 
proper presentation to the public. Readers are quick 
to pick flaws in printed matter nowadays and adver- 
tisements, like men, must put up a good “front.” 
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A good example of a retail stove ad. is seen in 
the three-column . card of Keck Bros. & Co. 


which we reproduce from the Pontiac (Ill.) Sentinel 
in reduced form. This ad. is well designed and well

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THE PROPER TREATMENT OF EMPLOYES. 





Here’s a letter on a subject that I sometimes feel 
touches the whole science of store keeping: 

“Albany, N. Y., April 9, 1906. 
“To ‘The Stroller’; 

“I take great interest in reading your studies of 
human nature and-find you have written up many 
experiences and thoughts of my own. I would great- 
ly like to hear what you have to say about the proper 
way of treating employes. Some merchants believe 
that a man should put himself on a level with his 
clerks, and treat them as if he was one of them. Oth- 
ers apparently believe just the opposite, for they 
never treat their clerks intimately, but always make 
them remember that they are subordinates. I have 
nine employes and of course no two are alike. I am 
often puzzled to know just what my attitude should 
be toward them. You have doubtless had a wide 
observation along this line and your opinion should 
be interesting and valuable. If agreeable, let us 
have it. Respectfully yours,

This is a problem, sure enough, and mighty few 
business men have solved it. 

I have run up against several thousand grocers, 
and, leaving out the few who maintain what I con- 
sider the proper attitude toward their clerks, the rest 
can be divided into two classes: 

1. The kind that are hail fellows well met with 
their clerks, whom the clerks call Bill and Jim just 
as innocently as they call each other that. 

2. The kind that never in the least relax toward 
their clerks, who never let the clerks forget that they 
are simply employes, who give sharp orders and rep- 
rimands as they would to unruly school boys. 

In my humble judgment, neither class is right, and 
both of ’em get about half as much out of their men 
as they should. 3 

The clerk whose employer is “Bill’’ to him and 
who can kid him and call him a liar as he would an 
old crony, never has much respect for his employer’s 
authority, partly because such an employer never has 
any authority. The store of a man like that runs it- 
self. 

If you. think I’m exaggerating here, you can guess 
again. T’in not in the least exaggerating, and to 
show you that, I'll repeat, as nearly verbatim as I 
can, a conversation between a clerk and his employer 
which I overh€ard only last month. The store was in 
Cleveland; Ohio, and seems to be making money in 
an easy go as yOu please sort of way. 

It seems that the grocer had let some slick sales- 
man load him up with a lot of soap on the promise 
that his company intended to send house to house 
canvassers in the town to stir up a demand. He had 
bought the soap"and ‘a couple of canvassers had come, 
but the demand was still in the dim distance. 

“T’'ll know better next time all right all right,” said 
the grocer, doggedly; “you bet I won’t get caught 
with any slick schemes again.” 

“Oh, yes you will,” said a clerk who was standing 
near. “You'll make the same break the very minute 


’ 
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the next fake shows up. You're the easiest mark in 
Cleveland, and I'll bet a dollar all the road men say 
so.” 

“Oh, shut up, Bill,” said the grocer; “you ain’t so 
much.” 

“I’m enough to know a con game when I see one,” 
retorted the clerk. 

“Oh, well, butt out!” said the grocer. “Go and 
fix up that front window. Didn’t I tell you to do 
that this morning ?” 

“Don’t you worry about the window,” said the 
clerk indifferently. “It'll get fixed all right before 
the day’s over. I ain’t had time to do it yet.” 

Then he went along about doing something else— 
whatever he happened to want to do most at that 
time. 

It doesn’t seem credible that this was a conversa- 
tion between a grocer and his clerk does it? Yet it 


was. How much discipline do you suppose there is in 
that store? Not enough to grease a watch wheel 
with. 


The other class come just as far short, because 
their clerks never like them, and a clerk must like 
you if he’s going to give you decent service. 

I’ve heard clerks treated like dogs. I don’t mean 
abused exactly, but roughly ordered about, and hu- 
miliated and verbally booted. 

The business men who do this don’t do it con- 
sciously. It’s their idea of discipline—they sincerely 
think that’s the way to treat clerks, and if you were 
to tell them it’s one of the two very worst ways 
they’d pooh-hooh in your face. “Don’t they know, 
when they’ve had clerks for years?” 

I never knew one case like this where the clerk 
had any liking for his employer. Practically always 
he hates him like poison, and would rather say so 
than eat. 

Can you get good service from a clerk whose high- 
est ambition is to kick you in the neck? 

Not much. 

Sometimes this sort of brutality is worked simply 
by the grocer’s manner—much more by that than by 
what he says. 

He’s cold and unfriendly—talks with his clerks 
only about business and then very briefly and frigidly. 
Never jokes ’em, never jollies "em, never asks them 
to do anything or “please”—always orders. 

I get into one store where honestly every word 
that the proprietor says to his clerks somehow gets 
me hot. It’s not so much the words as the total 
absence of all kindness and warmth. 

“Bring this out!” or “Wait on this lady!” or “Go 
down cellar and bring up so and so!” or “Lift this 
down here!” Never anything but sharp, peremptory 
ordering about. 

Why, one day when this grocer slipped on his new- 
ly oiled floor and hurt his leg so he limped for days 
I actually saw one of his clerks hug himself in the 
wildest glee. 

No, sir; at neither of these extremes lies the prop- 

There’s nothing like hatred to destroy conscience, 
remember that. 

That’s a pretty poor bluff at a description, but I’m 
afraid it’s my best. The Stroller.—Grocery World.

It will readily be understood that 
at this rate heating appliances can not be expected to 
become popular, or indeed be within the reach of the 
average buyer.

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A METHOD OF RE-NICKELING. 








An electro-deposited film of nickel will not adhere 
to nickel or to a surface that has been coated with a 
layer of nickel on some former occasion, the reason 
being presumably that the surface bears a thin film of 
oxide. Good adhesion, however, can be obtained if the 
object is made a cathode for a short time in a bath of 
dilute hydrochloric acid of about 11 per cent strength, 
the current density being 8 amperes per square deci- 
meter. The article is then quickly rinsed in water and 
introduced into the nickeling bath, which should, says 
the Mechanical World, be composed of 80 grams 
of nickel ammonium sulphate dissolved in one litre 
of water. The depositing current should have an 
E. M. F. of 3.8 volts and a density of 2 amperes per 
square decimeter, the temperature being kept at 18 
degrees Centigrade.

TINNING PROCESS FOR SHEET IRON, ETC. 
From Kliner, Lang & Sharmann Co., Marshfield, Wis. 
Will you kindly tell us how to tin metals, as sheet 
iron and gray iron? 
Ans.—The following process for tinning iron in the 
cold without apparatus is given on page 26 of THE 
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AMERICAN ARTISAN’s “Workshop Manual’: “Care- 
fully clean the article to be tinned, seeing that 
it is free of oxide and grease spots. Chemical 
or mechanical means may be employed in clean- 
ing. Then take the best zinc powder, which may be 
readily obtained by melting zinc and pouring it slowly 
into water in a thin stream, when it can be easily pul- 
verized after solidification. Next have ready a solu- 
tion of protochloride of tin containing about 5 to 10 
per cent of tin salt, to which as much pulverized cream 
of tartar must be added as will go on the point of a 
knife. The object to be tinned may now be moistened 
with the solution, after which it should be rubbed hard 
with the zinc powder. The tinning appears at once. 
The tin salt is decomposed by the zinc, metallic tin be- 
ing deposited.”

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ZINC IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 





The Canadian government has published the report 
of an exhaustive inquiry into the zinc resources of 
British Columbia, and the conditions affecting their 
exploitation. It is hoped, says an Ottawa correspond- 
ent, that the data furnished by this report may lead to 
the development of many properties, in which the 
failure to separate zinc from iron, silver, and lead has 
resulted in the discarding of what may now prove a 
most valuable part of the ore products. Zinc is of 
common occurrence among silver and lead ores in 
southern British Columbia, but instead of adding to 
the value of the latter, it has, as its richness increased, 
resulted in the closing of more than one mine in the 
Clocan district. The utilization of proper methods 
of separation may easily lead to a revival of many 
workings now practically dead.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Recent advances in prices of stoves and hardware, 
together with the prevalence of a feeling that hard- 
ware prices may go even higher, while an additional 
advance of 5 per cent’ on stoves is altogether likely— 
in fact, has been more than hinted at by the manufac- 
turers—all combine to create a desire on the part of 
retailers to secure goods before further advances go 
into effect. The wholesale and jobbing trades, there- 
fore, are extremely active, while retailers find holiday 
business to replace the movement of builders’ hard- 
ware which is checked by the advancing season. 

Many dealers are waiting until spring to advance 
retail prices on goods which are now costing them 
more, but this policy seems unnecessary and unwise. 
The retailer might as well take his full profit. 
are good and the fact that raw material and whole- 
sale prices have gone up is well enough known to the 
genetal public to justify an immediate advance in re- 
tail prices. 

Announcement was made by the American Steel & 
Wire Company December 4 of an advance of $2 a ton 
in base prices of wire nails and wire products. The 
advance came as a surprise. Quotations on wire nails 
are as follows, f. o. b. Pittsburg: Carloads, to job- 
bers, $2.00; to retail merchants, $2.05. 

The advance also applies to barb wire and smooth 
fence wire, making quotations on barb wire to jobbers 
$2.15 for painted and $2.45 for galvanized in carload 
lots ; to retailers, five cents higher; smooth wire, $1.85 
to jobbers and $1.90 to retailers, all f. o. b. Pittsburg. 


TIN PLATE. 

There continues to be a strong demand for tin plates 
at $4.00 for 100-lb. coke plates, f. o. b. New York, 
and $3.90 f. o. b. Pittsburg. Tin plate is very active 
abroad. The price on 20x14 in London has advanced 
10%d and is now 15s 3d. Oil plates, 1834x14, are 
held at 15s 134d. The shortage of bars handicaps 
Welsh makers. 

The American Sheet & Tin Plate Company is now 
operating all of its tin plate plants, except Humbert, 
Morewood and Anderson. These three plants have 
been idle since the spring of 1905, but contain only 
21 mills, while the plants in operation contain 232 mills 
or practically the full capacity of the company. Stocks 
at the mills are*said to be unusually light. 

It is rumored in Pittsburg that an advance of toc 
in the base price of tin plates is probable within a 
week.

COPPER. 

The copper market is very strong and advances in 
Lake and electrolytic have been noted during the week, 
spot Lake being now quoted in Chicago at 24% to 
245% cents. Casting copper is in good demand at 24 
to 24% cents. 

A comparison of closing New York prices for Lake 
copper December 4 with those of the last three years 
shows the following: 1906, 23 cents; 1905, 18 cents; 
1904, 1544 cents; 1903, 12 cents. 

Copper production appears to be well sold up to the 
spring of 1907 and as an enormous demand is expected 
next year it appears altogether probable that the high 
point in prices has not yet been touched. Electricians 
are confident that the trunk lines of railway will be 
electrified within the next few years and for this work 
copper will be needed in enormous quantities, which 
will tend to maintain prices. The advance in copper 
prices abroad is even more marked than in the home 
market, and as demand is growing faster than supply 
there seems to be little doubt of the effect in the fu- 
ture. A significant fact of recent occurrence was the 
sale by the Calumet & Hecla Company of more than 
20,000,000 pounds of copper to domestic and foreign 
consumers, for first quarter delivery, at 22% cents.

MERCHANT BARS. 

Most mills are still behind in making deliveries 0:

tions. Prices on common iron bars are quoted | 
Chicago from $1.71% to $1.76%, the latter being t! 
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ding price, and at Pittsburg $1.80 to $1.85. Steel bars 
are quoted at $1.7614, Chicago. Higher prices are 
expected to rule early in 1907. 





PIG IRON. 

The purchase by the International Harvester Com- 
pany Of 12,000 tons of British iron constituted the 
feature of the pig iron market since last report. It is 
announced that another large order may be placed by 
the same company unless British prices soar above the 
limit. This foreign iron, it is said, will be used in 
making machinery for export, so as to secure the re- 
bate of duty. 

Production of pig iron continues very heavy, in fact 
the remarkable records made in October are believed 
to have been equaled if not beaten in November. De- 
mand seems to increase with production, and com- 
plaints of car shortage are heard from all quarters. 
The approach of severe winter weather is regarded as 
likely to complicate the freight situation. 

An advance of 25 cents a ton in freight rates on 
Southern pig is scheduled for the near future. 

Spot iron is snapped up as fast as it is offered and 
there is a brisk demand for delivery in the second 
and third quarters next year for both Northern and 
Southern irons. Southern ironmasters are reported 
badly handicapped by lack of labor, as well as by ship- 
ping difficulties. It is said that 20,000 able-bodied 
men could find immediate work in the Birmingham 
district alone. Spot No. 2 foundry, Birmingham, is 
now quoted at $23 and iron for delivery during the 
second quarter at from $18.50 to $109. 

Orders for Scotch and English iron are being placed 
into the second quarter of next year.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“Small change can be noted in the market conditions over 
a week ago. Quietness prevails, which, while not in any 
sense resulting in dullness, has taken the sharp edge off the 
large buying of a few weeks past. There is continued brisk 
inquiry for iron for 1907 delivery, especially during the 
second quarter, and this has gradually developed into some 
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tonnage for last half of 1907. Prices, however, on business 
for these extended deliveries are so irregular as to make 
satisfactory handling quite difficult. 

“Great hardships are being experienced by sellers and 
consumers in obtaining anything like adequate movement of 
iron which has been sold, and which is needed despetately 
by manufacturers. The movement of coke, while some bet- 
ter than pig iron, is far from what it should be and is 
adding its share to the unfortunate condition of many foun- 
dries. There is some accumulation of stocks at furnaces on 
account of inability to get cars, and at other points furnaces 
are being very seriously handicapped by lack of proper trans- 
portation for raw material. Throughout the entire South this 
feature has daily assumed more disagreeable proportions, it 
being hard to tell when relief will come. 

“A considerable tonnage of foreign iron has already been 
landed and distributed in the East and has met an urgent 
demand which sprang up within the last two months, almost 
the entire tonnage having been sold before arrival. It is 
becoming more and more questionable whether foreign iron 
can be imported after the first of the year at anything like 
the advantage it has been during the last two months. The 
available supply of English iron is limited, as it has been 
heavily drawn upon by both Germany and the United 
States. As a result, the foreign markets are advancing rap- 
idly and what foreign material is imported from now on 
will only be so at a much higher price than at present. 

“Coke prices continue strong, with prospects of advance, 
and shipments still continue far below normal on account 
of inadequate car supply. The first severe winter weather 
that comes along will result in curtailing even this.” 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“Sellers of pig iron have their mail filled these days with 
requests for faster shipments, or in many cases with de- 
mands for shipments before the contract time. December 
shipment to the ironmaster necessarily means any time in 
December, but many consumers seem to feel that it means 
the first day of December, or at least the first week of the 
month. These importunities to anticipate shipments speak 
eloquently of the pressure under which the trade is working. 
There is everywhere more business than can well be. done. 
Consumers are anxious to get iron ahead for the winter. As 
yet the weather has not in any way interfered either north 
or south with furnace operations, or with railroad traffic, yet 
the railroads are now very short of cars and freight is mak- 
ing poor time. What is to be expected when winter really 
upsets things is easily imagined. The delays of the furnaces 
in shipping at present come almost entirely from a lack of 
empties. 

“This week has seen a growing interest in buying for for- 
ward shipment. Some time ago it seemed as if trade for 
far ahead deliveries was somewhat slackening, but if that 
was really the case it is not so at present. There has been 
a large demand for all kinds of material for shipment over 
the first and second quarters of next year, as well as consid- 
‘erable inquiry as to what can be done for the third and 
fourth quarters. Of course what may happen during the last 
half of 1907 is now pretty nearly guesswork, but it is certain 
that the same strenuous conditions that exist to-day will con- 
tinue during January, February and March, and it is just 
about as sure that there can be no change of moment during 
April, May and June. The furnaces of the country to-day 
have their order books practically filled for the first half of 
the year. The tonnage free to sell does not amount to much. 
And there are many furnaces that can ship no iron on new 
orders until after May and June. As for the first quarter of 
the year, it is safe to say that fully 90 per cent of the esti- 
mated production for that time is under contract. This is an 
almost unprecedented condition of affairs. 

“Sales of spot iron continue at high prices. Quotations 
are still exceedingly irregular, and vary two or three dollars 
a ton. P 

“Coke is selling freely, and consumers are complaining of 
difficulties in getting coke shipped, delivered, as the railroads 


are slow.”
